Denton Road Bridge: 
Here are the details 


To the editor: 

I am writing you to try and clear through 
the weeds of what was said at last night’s 
town hall meeting on the Denton Road 
Bridge. A town hall is meant to put out 
what we are thinking and doing on the 
bridge replacement. It also provides input 
from the public to find ideas that make 
the project better. This meeting completed 
those objectives but was bogged down with 
a lot of the niceties of not wanting to point 
out why some governments can and can’t 
do certain things in a manner to produce a 
product that will serve the community for 
the next 100 years. 

Wayne County operates under self- 
governed law to do large projects like this 
in a particular way. This process insures 
fiscal stability, transparency and numerous 
reviews getting a quality product that saves 
money so they can move any savings to the 
next project. 

Ideas like running an electrical line and 
hanging a light on the bridge are frowned on 
as extras and cause delays (the New Boston 
Bridge was held up for this “extra”). The 
county process also requires long vendor 
applications to get the job within the 
county. This process can take four to six 
months. It includes six department reviews 
(fiscal, legal, executive, etc.) with 15 points 
or desks it has to go over outside of the 
bridge department to get approved. It also 
requires commission or legislative review 
which can take one to two months. And 
this process must be done twice -- once 
for design and engineering and once for 
construction. County Executive Evans has 
stated he would move that along as fast as 
he can, but it is a County Law. 

There is a solution to move faster. 
Design, engineering with regulatory 
approvals and construction cannot be 
speeded up. It is a two-year process if 
everything goes right. But this process 
of procuring engineering, design and 
construction and the continuous review 
processes that need to be performed can 
add over a year within the county system 
(they have a lot of projects going on). Van 
Buren has the time, and consultants, to 
do that. Our process allows for six weeks 
from the start of a bid to board of trustee 
approval (county four to six months). Our 
review processes take place after legal 
review with the full-time elected and the 
directors meeting together in a conference 
room and forwarding its recommendation 
to our board. We can complete in as many 
weeks what the county would need to do 
in months. 

This is a 100-year bridge. Van Buren wants 
a bridge that will serve the communities of 
Van Buren and Belleville for the next 100 
years. The current bridge does not serve 
the boating public. It needs to be raised. 
An excellent comment from the town 
hall came from a resident that the bridge 
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should be the same height as the Belleville 
Bridge. The causeway is unsafe to the 
walking public. It needs a walkway. The 
causeway has no lights. It needs lights. The 
bridge is hard to maintain, the vegetation 
growing junk trees and weeds all along 
the causeway. It needs a system or design 
to clean this visual as a front door to our 
community. 

Van Buren needs to control this design 
process. I have a saying on my desk that 
reads, “If you’re not the lead dog, the 
view never changes.” This bridge needs to 
change. 

The county requires them to wait for the 
money to move this process along. ALL 
sides agree the money is coming; either 
quickly through the legislature this year or 
through the normal bridge process over the 
next three to four years. Van Buren’s board 
has approved the use of fund balance to 
begin this process now. 

The county and Van Buren are moving 
ahead with engineering and also negotiating 
simultaneously an agreement to allow Van 
Buren to take over the process and get 
reimbursed through the state of Michigan 
or the county bridge fund. Van Buren has 
already begun moving on an additional 
three to four million dollars from non- 
county sources that we believe we can get 
into this project. The county is so thankful 
to Representative Miller bringing in seven 
million dollars. The county would have 
been required to spend from their zero- 
balance bridge fund that money. They have 
assured us that they would also participate 
financially to cover any shortfalls (within 
reason). Without the state’s seven million 
dollars, the county’s alternative would 
be that they would have to pay the seven 
million dollars out of its bridge allotment 
funds, which are already millions of dollars 
short with numerous projects on its list.

construction and instituting a dashboard on 
our web site to report the progress of the 
project. Working together will strengthen 
this project and provide a bridge that 
serves the whole community for the next 
100 years.

One person said after school, the athletes 
who have been to practice just walk across 
the bridge to get home. Another person 
said that on his way to the meeting that 
afternoon he saw someone walking across 
the bridge and others are doing it all the 
time. 

If the bridge was going to be closed 
for several years, this pedestrian crossing 
would be a big help, they agreed. 

Andrew Kandrevas, Wayne County 
Director of Public Services, said he’s sure 
he couldn’t get county attorneys to agree 
to let people walk on the bridge the way 
it is now. 

One man asked how it can be safe for 
boaters to go under the bridge, if people 
can’t walk over the bridge. He asked who 
he should sue when it comes down on 
somebody fishing or boating below? 

Another man asked if you would get a 
ticket if you walked over the bridge and 
nobody knew. 

“This is new to us,” said VBT Police 
Lt. Mark Buckberry. “I feel unsafe on the 
bridge.” 

The meeting began with opening 
remarks and introductions by Supervisor 
McNamara, who said this is an important 
bridge.

“And, it’s got to be done fast,” he said. 
He said it is going to be funded and they 
expect $7 million this year, the worst case 
by June. 

McNamara said Michigan House Speaker 
Joe Tate said they were committed to 
getting the money for the bridge. He said 
those who lived through the New Boston 
Bridge closing knows the importance of 
building the bridge as fast as possible. 

He said recreational use and traffic going 
in and out to downtown Belleville now 
have to drive a little bit longer. 

“It’s going to get started,” he said. 

Director of Municipal Services Ron 
Akers showed a drawing of the damage 
to the bridge and explained why it needed 
rebuilding. 

“We could fix it and it would cost about 
half of what a new bridge would cost,” said

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Director Kandrevas. “But it’s still an old 
bridge and could fail on the other side.” 

He said they are going to put in a top-of- 
the-line, brand-new bridge. He thanked the 
state partners for the promise of $7 million. 
He said the first step is its design. Usually 
this is the time they start looking for the 
money, but now they have the promise 
from the state, so that speeds it up. 

Wayne County Director of Engineering 
Sami Khaldi, who has spent 27 years in 
the department, said the bridge was built 
in 1924 and is almost 100 years old. He 
said it has wood piles and they inspect it 
every two years, find things wrong, and 
fix it. Then every five years there is an 


underwater inspection. 

He said it was due for an underwater 
inspection in 2018 and they hire consultants 
for this, but it got to be November and it 
was too late, and they couldn’t do it. So 
they did a sonic inspection. Last September 
they did an actual underwater inspection 
and the bridge was found in critical shape 
and unsafe to keep it open to traffic. 

He said the piles were really in bad shape. 
He said there is a section loss in the beam. 
He said at first they ask if it can be repaired 
and the answer is yes, but it would take $3 
million. They have to find a contractor. He 
said the Grosse Ile bridge had clearance

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
COUNTY OF WAYNE, STATE OF MICHIGAN 
ORDINANCE NO. 01-17-23(1) 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE ZONING ORDINANCE 5-2-17(2) AS AMENDED OF 
THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN TO INCREASE PLANNING COMMISSION 
FLEXIBILITY IN DECISIONS REGARDING GARAGE DOOR ORIENTATION AND MINIMUM 
BUILDING SEPARATION IN RESIDENTIAL PROJECTS. 


THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1- ORDINANCE AMENDMENTS 

Pursuant to this Ordinance, the following sections of the Charter Township of Van 
Buren Zoning Ordinance shall be amended in accordance with the below text 
upon the effective date of this Amendment: 


Section 5.115 Dwelling, Single-Family Residential 
(All Site Condominiums and Subdivisions) 


(B) Application of standards. 
(6) Definitions. 


(b) “Substantially different” means that a structure, when compared 
to another structure, differs from that structure as measured 
by three{3} four (4) or more of the following five+{5} six (6) criteria: 
(i) Roof style. Roof style is determined by location and orientation 
of the principal ridge line and adjacent sloping sections. 
Different roof styles include but are not limited to gable, 
reverse gable, Cape Cod, gambrel, hip, mansard and flat, etc. 


(ii) Roof pitch. Roof pitch is determined by measuring the ratio 
of vertical to horizontal units in the sloping segments of the 
principal section of the roof of a structure. Different roof 
pitches are three (3) or more vertical units in twelve (12) from 
each other including, for example, 6:12 and 9:12 or 8:12 and 
11:12, etc. 

(iii) Exterior Material. Exterior material describes the material 
present area of structure. Different exterior materials include 
but are not limited to horizontal siding, vertical siding, 
shingles/shakes, brick, stone and stucco, etc. 

Location of Major Design Features Relative to Main Mass. Major 

design features include but are not limited to attached garages, 

porches, porticos, breeze-ways, gables, dormers and/or similar 
major features. Different locations of major design features relative 
to the main mass of a structure include but are not limited to in 
front of, beside, on top of, and/or in some other location relative to 
the main mass of the structure. 

(v) Location of Windows Doors Relative to Main Mass. Windows and 
doors on a structure can take on various configurations. Different 
location of windows and doors relative to the main mass of a 
structure include but are not limited to center door, off-center 
door and no door, with windows on either or both sides of and/or 
above the door. 

(vi) Garage door orientation. The garage door on a principal dwelling 
which is oriented toward the side, rear, or front of the lot, in 
contrast to the garage door’s orientation on the neighboring 
property.

Garage Door Orientation. In addition to the requirement that a 
structure be found to be substantially different as defined herein, at 
least thirty percent (30%) of all structures within a proposed residential 
plat or site condominium project shall have the garage door oriented 
other than to the front of the lot (i.e., oriented to the side or rear of 
the lot). A deviation from the 30% requirement can be granted by 

the Board upon recommendation from the Planning Commission if 

the negative impacts of front garage door orientation are offset by 
recessing the garage door a minimum of five (5) feet from the front 
face of the dwelling, use of architectural enhanced garage doors, 


expanded brick on the front façade, limits on the ratio of the area of 
the garage door area to the area of the dwelling’s front façade, or 
other enhancements deemed acceptable by the Planning Commission. 


Section 6.203. Modifications 


(A) Modifications Permitted. The Township Board of Trustees may, upon 
recommendations from the Planning Commission, permit modifications 
to the following requirements, subject to any specific limitations for any 
specific requirements also enumerated in this Ordinance, and upon finding 
that the modification will result in a substantial benefit to the users and 
community as whole: 


(1) PRD Site Area (Section 6.204(C)). 
(2) Density (Section 6.206). 


(3) Building Setbacks (Section 6.207(B)) and Building Separation (Section 
6.207(C)). 


(4) Lot Area and Width (Section 6.207(D)). 


Section 6.207. Design 
A PRD shall comply with the following standards: 


(B) Building Setbacks. Buildings in a PRD shall comply with the following 
building setback requirements: 


(3) Notwithstanding Section 6.207(B)(1) and Section 6.207(B)(2) above, 
the minimum side and rear yards for all buildings in a PRD shall 
be the same as in the zoning district in which the PRD is located. 
The Township Board, upon recommendation from the Planning 
Commission, may modify the minimum side and rear yard setback 
requirements based on sound planning and design principles, taking 
into account the degree of compatibility between adjoining uses, 
sensitivity to the characteristics of the site, the need for free access 
for emergency vehicles, the need for adequate amounts of light and 
air between buildings and the need for proper amounts of open space 
for the exclusive use of residents of the PRD. Howeverthe-mininrtanr 


SECTION 2 - SEVERABILITY 


Should any provision or part of this Ordinance be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid or unenforceable, the same shall not 
affect the validity or enforceability of the balance of this Ordinance, which 
shall remain in full force andeffect. 


SECTION 3 - REPEALER 


All other provisions of the Zoning Ordinance, or Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances, in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby repealed only to the 
extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 


SECTION 4- SAVINGS CLAUSE 


Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect any suit or proceeding 
pending in any court or any rights acquired or any liability incurred, or any 
cause or causes of action acquired or existing, under the Zoning Ordinance, or 
any act or Ordinance hereby repealed as cited in Section 3 of this Ordinance; 
nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, impaired, 
or affected by this Ordinance. 


SECTION 5 - EFFECTIVE DATE 


The provisions ofthis Ordinance are hereby ordered to take effect seven (7) days 

after publication of the notice of adoption in a newspaper of general circulation 

within the Township. This Ordinance shall be immediately recorded by the

and they could put a barge underneath. 
He said the vibration from fixing one 
end could damage it more. When there is 
critical work to do, the contractor can ask 
for a lot of money to work on it. 

Khaldi said bridges have a 75-year life 
cycle and this is past that. He said the 
township wants a 10-foot path, so they 
have to widen the bridge. EGLE has 
requirements.

patrol cars south of I-94 and two north of 
the freeway and it depends where the cars 
are when the calls come in. 

He said Waverly on the Lake apartments 
have 500 occupants. He said if the cars are 
in the city of Belleville, they take Quirk 
Road and it adds one to four minutes to the 
run. 

VBT Fire Chief Dave McInally explained 
that the township uses Huron Valley 
Ambulance to transport patients and a call 
did come in that evening from the other 
side of the bridge. He said if fire fighters/ 
EMS come from the Sumpter and Hull 
roads station, it adds another three to four 
minutes to the run. 

He said they sent responses from both 
stations and they met at Quirk Road. 
One took Beckley Road and it took eight 
minutes. He said if there is a confirmed 
fire at The Waverly, Ypsilanti Township 
Fire Department automatically comes for 
mutual aid. He said Beckley Road is a dirt 
road. Beckley and Denton roads are the 
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detour roads. 

Don Sherwood said Beckley is supposed 
to be a gravel road but not one stone of 
gravel has been put on it in years. 

Akers said that the township has asked 
the county to grade and maintain Beckley 
Road. Sherman said Denton Road hasn’t 
been fixed in years. Akers said he would 
make a notation of that as well. 

McNamara said they will try to get the 
county to put gravel on Beckley and see 
if they can mill and fill on Denton Road, 
although the county doesn’t like to do 
concrete that way. 

Akers said officials have been meeting 
and at the Feb. 7 township board meeting 
the board approved requesting the 
township to do the engineering. The VBT 
engineering is estimated to take one year, 
which is less than the two to two and a half 
years estimated by the county. 

Kandrevas said they have pledged to 
be out there taking care of the road, but it 
won’t be perfect. He said the city wants 


a turn signal at Belleville Road and N. 
Liberty, but the cycling of that signal will 
take longer for drivers to get through the 
interection. 

He said the city had an issue with the 
detour signage and the county changed 
it. Deputy Director of Public Services 
Scott Cabauatan will keep the local road 
maintenance crew on track and, “You’ll 
all tell Wayne County Commissioner Al 
Haidous when we’re not doing a good job. 
He talks a lot to us.” 

When the discussion was turned over to 
the audience, a man said the left-turn signal 
should only run during rush hour, so he 
doesn’t have to wait for it to cycle at eight 
o’clock at night. 

Kandrevas said it would be a temporary 
measure during the closing of the bridge, but 
he couldn’t say it wouldn’t be permanent. 
He said the engineers will work it out. He 
said they will discuss details with the city. 
Khaldi said it could be flashing at night.
